Platform Ignores Silver, but Raps 
the Trusts and the Protective 
Tariff—Gratitude Expressed 
for the Escape of 
Roosevelt. 


Milwaukee, Wis., September 3.—Ma@r 
David 8S. Rose, of this.city, was tonight 


the democratic state Gonvention. John 
W. Writtawa, of Kewaunee, was the 
unanimous cholce for lieutenant governor. 
The remainder of the ticket will be named 
tomorro 

Mayor Burt Williams, of Ashland, pre- 
sented the following resolution, which 
was adopted unanimously: 

“Resolved, That the democratic «arty, 
in convention assembled, express its re- 
gret and sorrow over the untimely veath 
of President McKinley and an -abhor- 


rence of the doctrine.of anarchy. 
“Further resolved, That we. receive with 
deep gratitude news of the escape of our 
nation’s president, Theodore Roosevelt, 
from severe injury in the accident of 


this day.”’ 

The platform which was adopted savs 
in part: 

“Appreciating the burning and pressing 
necessity for relief from the extortions 
to which the people are subjected,”’ con- 
demns the republican party ‘for the en- 
actment and maintenance of a-tariff law 
which fosters trusts and enables certain 
combinations and corporations to charge 
Amefican consumers exorbitant prices 
for the products of their factories, while 
selling the same class of’ goods to Euro- 
pean consumers at greatly reduced 
prices.”’ 

It continues: 

“We point to the business methods of 
the steel trust as a striking example of 
the infamous workings of certain gched- 
ules of the Dingley tariff law. It is a 
notorious fact that this trust is selling 
the products of its factory to Buropean 
consumers at prices ranging from 2% to 
4) per cent less than it charges American 
consumers for the same class of goods. 
Any law which thus permits American 
manufacturers to rob American con- 
sumers, either directly or indirectly, is 
wrong in morals, un-American, undemo- 
cratic and subversive of good govern- 
ment, and so far as it so operates we 
Seared its immediate unconditional re 
peal. 

“We believe that the state should not 
grant its sovereign power to corpora- 
tions to be exa@rcised in the unlawful 
oppression of the people, and we hereby 
pledge ourselves to cause to be fistituted

Des ‘Moines, Ia., September . 3.—The 
foregoing ticket was named by the dem- 
ocratic state convention here today. The 
nontinations were by acclamation in every 
case. 

The convention adopted a platform 
which makes no mention of free silver or 
the national declaration of the party 
at Kansas City. This is the first time 
the Iowa democrats have ignored the 
silver question since the Dubuque con- 
vention of 1896, when free silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 was specifically indorsed. 
The result today was reached at the 
conclusion of a‘ protracted contest. The 
initial plank over which the contest arose 
reads: 

‘“‘We, the chosen representatives of the 
democratic party in Iowa, hereby de- 
clare anew our faith in the fundamental] 
principles of the democratic party and 
renew our allegiance thereto.”’

SOUTHERN’S NEW FAST MAIL T

PUT ATLANTA NEAR NEW YORK 


The Southern railway will in the course 
of a few weeks put on a fast mail train 
between New York and New Orleans, 
which will reduce the time between New 
York and Atlanta to twenty-two hours. 

At first the train will carry only mail 
and baggage cars, though it is the in- 
tention of the management to add pas- 
senger equipment “as soon as the fast 
echedule has been given a complete trial. 

The new schedule will be operated in 
connection with the Pennsylvania, the 
Atlanta and West Point, the Western of 
Alabama and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, as are the other through trains be- 
tween New York and New Orleans. This 
train wit! not interefere with either of 
the three limited trains now operated 

the Southern and the Pennsylvania 
ween Atlanta and New York. 

Although the new schedule has not 
been completed, it is known that the train 
will leave New York shortly after 2 
ing and reach Atlanta 
about 11 o'clock in the evening of the 
same day. This will enable a passenger 
to eat his breakfast in New York and 
his supper in Atlanta, something that 
has heretofore been unheard of. | 

The new train will be the fastest train 
ever put into service in the south, and 
its inauguration will mark an epoch in 
the business history of this section, as 
it will put Atlanta and New York in 
much closer connection than they have 
been heretofore.

Cincinnati and Jacksonville train will be 
moved forward so as to make that train 
connect with the mail train here and put 
New York mail in Jacksonville the morn- 
ing after it Is received here. 

Other Schedules Unchanged. 

Otherwise the inauguration of _ this 
train will not. affect the existing pas- 
senger schedules of the Southern or of 
the other roads that will join in operat- 
ing the new fast mail train. 

The addition of this train will give 
Atlanta four trains to and from New 
York each day, and wil] make the service 
between this section and the east as com- 
plete as it is possible for it to be. The 
train will) be the first exclusive mail 
train ever run in the south, but it is 
not the intention of the management of 
the different roads to keep it such, owing 
to the heavy passenger traffic between 
Atlanta and the east and the demand for 
the quickest possible service. 

This information comes to The Consti- 
tution through exclusive Washington dis- 
patches, and is absolutely authentic, de- 
spite the fact that the official announce- 
ment of the inauguration of the train has 
not yet been made. 

An effort was made yesterday to see 
Genera] Agent J. S. Barbour Thompson, 
of the Southern, who Is the representa- 
tive of the executive department of the 
Southern, concerning the new train, but 
he was in Brunswick and it was impos- 
sible to reach him. The passenger of- 
ficlals when seen declined to discuss the 
matter, saying that they had heard fioth- 
ing of it. 

The facts concerning the new train are 
told in the following special to The Con- 
stitution from Washington:

Atlanta and West Point, the Western of 
Alabama and the Louisville and Nashville, 
will, in the course of a few weeks, put 
on a fast mail train between New York 
and New Orleans that in point of speed 
wilg eclipse any farmer effort made in 
the south. 

The schedule on the new train will re- 
duce the time between New York and 
New Orleans to thirty-three hours, and 
thie time between New York and Atlanta 
to twenty-two hours. At first it will be 
run purely as a mail train. Later on 
passenger equipment will be added and 
it wil] then be possible for passengers to 
take early breakfast in New York and 
late supper in Atlanta. 

For the present the train will carry 
one baggage car and three mail cars, or 
one baggage car, one nigh-class express 
car and two mail cars. As soon as the 
schedule is firmly established and every- 
thing is in smooth running order’ two 
Puliman sleepers will be added to the 
train. 

The schedule will be an entirely new 
one and will not interfere in any way 
with the trains now operated by the dif- 
ferent roads over which it will-run. The 
time card is now being consideted by the 
operating officials of the @fferent roads 
and its details have not Yet been com- 
pleted. However, it is known that the 
time of arrival and departure on the 
downward trip will be approximately as

Carriage of the Presiden In 
Collision with an Electric 
Street Car,

GUARD AND ONE HORSE 
ARE INSTANTLY KALED 


Driver Seriously Injured and Presi- 
dent and Secretary Cortelyou 
Are Badly Bruised—Accident 
Witnessed by Hundreds 
of Peopie. 


Pittsfield, Mass., September 3.—The 
president of the United States escaped a 
tragic death by only a few feet in a col- 
lision between his carfiage and an el@2- 
tric street car in this city today, while 
one of his most trusted guards, Secret 
Service Agent Wiliam Craig, was instant- 
ly killed, and David J. Pratt, of Dalton, 
who was guiding the horges att>sphed to 
the vehicle, was seriously ‘injured. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt himself was. badly shaken 
up, but received only a slight facial 
bruise. Secretary Cortelyq@, who occu- 
pied a seat directly opposite the president 
{in the landau, sustained a minor wound 
in the back of the head, and Governor 
Crane, who sat beside the resident, ex- 
tricated himself ftom the-«wreck practi- 
cally without a scratch. The carriage 
was demolished. by the impact of the 
rapidly moving car and the wheel horse 
on the side nearest the car was killed 
outright. The crew and passengers of 
the car escaped injury. 

The president and party were driving 
from this city to Lenox through South 
street, one of the principal thoroughfares 
of Pittsfield, which was lined with cheer- 
ing people. The catastrophe occurred in 
plain view of hundreds, whose happiness 
at the advent of the nation’s chief was 
suddenly turned to artef. 

Thousands had poured into the. city !n 
the early morning ,from the /near-by 
country to et and hear the president, 
and his address at the city park had 
' been loudly cheered. At the conclusion 
of the exercises he wished to make a 
brief call on former Senator Dawes, 
whose house in Elm street is but a short 
distance from the park. 

Fateful Journey Begins. 

e president's carriage, in which he 
had ridden in from Governor Crane’s 
home at Dalton, was accordingly driven 
to the Dawes residence and carriages 
containing a number of other gentlemen 
in the party followed. President Roose- 
velt’s call was ‘a short one, and then 
the carriages returned to the city square. 

After.a few minutes’ delay the journey 
to Lenox was begun. Meanwhiie the 
mounted police officers and the carriages 
containing the newspaper correspondents 
who have accompanied the president on 
his tour had started off ahead on the 
road to YTenox and were some distance 
in advance of the president’s equipage. 
Three or four other open carrtages fell 
in line immediately behind the landau in 
which the president rode with Secretary 
Cortelyou and Governor Crane. Secret 
Service Agent Craig, who throughout 
the New England trip has heen almost 
constantly at the presidert’s elbow, was 
on the driver’s box beside Coachman 
Pratt. 

Out through South street {fs a broad, 
smooth highway. The tracks of the 
Pittsfield eiectric street railway are laid 
in the center of the road, with ample 
room for teams on each side, and scores 
of vehicles of every description followe1 
along this road behind the president’s 
party. Shortly after Be left the park 
en electric car, which had beer filled with 
passengers at that pofnt, started toward 
Lenox well behind the procession. It 
passed all of the teams and was about 
a mile and a half out from the city at 
the beginning of Howard hill and was 
nearly up to the president's carriage, 
which was traveling on the west side of 
the highway. Just at the foot of How- 
ard hill the road bends a little and teams 
are compelled to cross the street railway 
tracks to the east side. The _ ralflroad 
then continues at one side of the street 
instead of the center. At this point the 
upward grade of the hill begins but a 
short distance beyond the _ crossing. 
There is a harrow briige spanning a 
small brook. 

Collision Occurs. 

The trolley car approached the road 
crossing under a good head of speed with 
gong clanging, just ms the driver of the 
president’s carriage turned #is leaders 
to cross the tracks. On each side of the 
chief executive's carriage rode two 
mounted troopers of the .local cavalry 
company, and the horsen#n on the left 
of the landau had turned ©n to the track 
with the trolley car immediately behind 
them, though some yards distant. Alarm- 
ed by the clanging gong. they both turned 
in their saddles and waved vigorously tv 
the motorman to stop his car. Almost at 
the ‘same instant Governor Crane, who 
quickly perceived the danger, rose to his 
feet and likewise motioned to the motor- 
man. The latter in great excitement

The order of divorce was granted bvyi 
Judge Kavanagh, of Chicago, by consent 
cf both parties. Mr. and Mrs. Houghton 
are each totally divorced and are priv- 
ileged to marty again. 

Mr. Houghton ha already secured @ 
first verdict of divorce in the superiur 
ccurt of Fulton county several months 
ago and the second hearing was set for 
this week. The case in the Atlanta courts 
will now be dismissed. 

Mr. Houghton and his wife separated 
about seven years ago 2nd two years ago 
Houghton moved to this city. Mrs. 
Houghton is a resident of Chicago. She 
‘s a daughter of the lage Colonel Kirby, 
formerly a wealthy hotel keeper of Mil- 
waukee. Houghton is said to be a weli- 
known club man.

Overtures Made by Quay and

MITCHELL DENOUNCED 
DY PRLSIDENT BAER 


Speaking for the Operators Baer De- 
clares That No Concessions Will 
Be Made to the Strikers. 
Fight To Continue to the 
Bitter End.

Pittsburg, September 3.—“‘An ex- 
tra session of the legislature would 
cost the state less money than it is 
costing to maintain the militia in the 
anthracite region to prevent and 
suppress riots.”’ 

In these words Governor W. A. 
Stone indicated to a few of his 
friends during his visit here his pur- 
pose to call an extra session of the 
Pennsylvania legislature and try to 
end the anthracite strike. Mr. 
Stone is said to believe that by this 
means an end of the strike could be 
made in less than thirty days. The 
plan he proposes is a compulsory ar- 
bitration law. 


Philadelphia, September %.—President 
George F. Baer, of the Reading company, 
and United States Senators Quay ‘and 
Penrose held a long conference today in 
the executive offffes of thé Reading com- 
pany, in this cify, at which the anthra- 
cite coal minerg’ strike was thoroughly 
discussed. At e conclusion of the con- 
ference PresjAent Baer issued a lengthy 
reply to thé two senators. Among other 


things he said: 

‘The management of business belongs 
to the owners. In the case of coal com- 
panies the law casts tne management and 
control on the directors and officers, 
whose responsibility is to their stock- 
holders, to the state and to the public, 
The right of the stockholders is to have 
good management and a fatr return on 
their investment. The obligation to the 
state is to conduct the business in strict 
conformity to the laws it has established. 
The duty to the public, so far as prac- 
tica’ble, to conduct the business so as to 
add to the common welfare. 

“The coal operators say that they can- 
not mine coal because the miners make 
demands which render it impossible to 
mine coal profitably and that the state 
has enacted laws prohibiting the employ- 
ment of men in the mines unless they 
have worked two years in anthracite 
mines and therefore they cannot for the 
time being mine coal. How, then, under 
these circumstances, can there be any 
violation of public duty? If we yieid to 
the extravagant demands of the miners 
we will Jose money. If we attempt to In- 


| crease the price of coal we will destroy

their unreasonable interference with the 

discipline and ordinary’ management of 
our business. We will not permit them 
to select our employees. Neither politics, 
religion, nationality nor membership in 

‘labor organizations shall debar any com- 

petent man from working for us. We are 

fighting the battle of freedom for the in- 
dividual and his right to labor on his un 
terms. 

“4. That it is by reason of varying 
conditions at each mine impracticable to 
adopt a uniform scale of wages for the 
whole region. But that at each colliery 
every complaint and grievance will be 
taken up-and investigated by the su- 
perintendents and adjusted. whenever tt 
Is just. [Fo personally offered to Mitchell 
‘and his district presidents to go with 
them and investigate any grievance. 
4 Arbitration Not Possible. 
“You cannot arbitrate ° questions of 
“iwages when an increase will destroy 
* the business arf a decrease will be unac- 
ceptable to thé workmen. 

“We-eanhot arbitrate a question as to 
‘ whether mining operation and business 
generally shall be managed under the 
. common sense rule of Taw and equity, 
’ by the owners. and the servants they 
- have selected, or by a labor orsganiza- 
tion. 
‘“You cannot arbitrate the right to 
protect your property and your workmer 
from the mob rule of labor organizations, 
who beldly proclaim: a purpose to ‘de- 
stroy property and endeavor to make 
their proclamation effectiye by killing 
ané ‘injfifing their féilow-workmen whod 
refuse to join in their lawlessness. When 
John Mitchell ordered the engineers, fire- 
men and pumpmen to desert their posts 
he knew that unless the operators could 
- supply their places the mines would bea 
festroyed and with their destruction 140,- 
000 men, with their wives and children 
dependent upon their labor, would be 
deprived of work for a long time. 

“The operators were compelled to em- 
ploy police at their own expense to-guard 
the new men employed to man the 
Pumps to save their mines. The guards 
and the law authorizing them are de- 
nounced and when private citizens like 
Beddall are murdered the state authori- 
ties are denounced for sending troops to 
preserve the peace. Today that gallant 
soldier, General Gobin, who fought with 
such distinction in our civil war and than 
whom no juster man lives, is bitterly 
‘ maligned for protecting the property and 
lives of Pennsylvania citizens.’ 

The reply concludes as follows: 

“We have discussed this whole subje@t 
fully, and I have endeavored 
you that sound ‘Dbusiness management 
makes it impossible to increase wages. 
We know that the wages are fair and 
relatively high, and that i Np leaders 
of the bituminous mine worktrs had not, 
for selfish purposes, invaded the anthra- 
cite fields, our men would have continued 
to work peaceably and contentedly.

tions in the coal] regions many times, and 
who undertook to make the necessary in- 
qguiries relative to the present strike. 
Mr. Wright says that he knows of no 
strike that has presented so many vary- 
ing conditions, conflicting views and irri- 
tating complaints. The present strike, 
he says, finds its root in the settlement 
of the strike of 1900, when the advance 
demanded hy the miners was conceded. 
Since that time there has been increased 
sensitiveness amd mbdre intense irritation 
than during the previous twenty-five 
years. 

Coal production, profits and transpor- 
tation are some of the subjects discussed 
in the report. 

Union and Miners. 

Concerning the control of the union 
over the miners, Mr. Wright says: 
“Nearly all the operators, so far as 


or the miners’ union to control its own 
members to any such degree as to assist 
in maintaining proper discipline. Here 
is-a sharp conflict, and one which reaches 
to the very essence of the irritating con- 
ditions that now attend anthracite coal 
mining. 

‘Some of the operators do not. hesitate 
to say, and it is believed that this state- 
ment is favorably regarded by some of 
the union officers, that no great progress 
will be made toward .a more peaceful con- 
dition in the mining regions until the 


‘anturacite miners have ‘a unton of their 


own, its autonomy individualized, and Pile, 
complicated with that of the bituminous 
coal] miners. 
“All the operators disclaimed that they 
had any antagonism to labor unions as 
such. They do object, and most serious- 
ly, to some of the’ methods adopted by 
the unions, and they feel that when ask- 
ed to make contracts with the unions ‘the 
latter should put themselves in a position 
to be pecuniarily responsible for carry- 
ing out such contracts.” ' 
Mr. Wright concludes his report as 
follows: i 
“Much evidence has been offered to 
show the general condition of the miners, 
their complaints and’ grievances, and the 
complaints and grievances of the opera- 
tors. It is very clearly shown by the 
evidence that the miners have done 
something in the way of securing disci- 
pline, although they have digappointed 
the operators in such attempts. 

“The miners feel that the corporations, 
when they refuse to recognize the right

‘1. That the anthracite. -employees 
should organize an anthracite qoal min- 
ers’ union, in its autonomy to be inde- 
pendent of the United Mine Workers of 
America. The new union might, of 
course, be affiliated with the United Mine 
Workers and the Federation of Labor, 
but in the conduct of all the affairs re- 
lating to the anthracite coal regions the 
new union should preserve its own au- 
tcnomy and be financially responsible for 
its agreements. 

Nine-Hour Day Proposed. 

“2. That considering all the facts rela- 
tive to production, cost of coal at the 
mines, profits, freight traffic, etc., it 
would be reasonable and just for the 
operators to concede at once a nine-hour 
day, but that this should be done for 
the period of six months as an expert- 
ment in order to test the influence on 
production, with the guaranty that if 
production is not. materially reduced 
thereby the agreement shall be made 
for a more permanent reduction of time. 

“3. That under a new organization con- 
sisting of anthracite employees there 
shall be organized a joint committee on 
conciliatfon, composed of representatives 
of the operators and of the new union, 
to which all grievances as they arise 
shall be referre@ for investigation, ana 
that when two-thirds of the committee 
reach a decision that decision shia® be 
final and binding upon both parties. 

‘4. That the first duty of such joint 
beard of conciliation shall be to enter 
upon a thorough. examination and in- 
vestigation of all conditions relative to 
mining anthracite coal, the question of 
weighing, to discipline, to wage scales 
and to all matters that now form the 
burden of the complaints and grievances 
of both operators and miners; the results 
of such ‘investigation not te be consid- 
eréd inithé nature of an award of a 
beard of-arbitration, but as verified in- 
formation on which future contracts can 
be made. 

“5. That whenever .practicable and 
where mining is paid for by the ton, and 
until the joint committee referred tv 
shall have made its report, coal shall 
be paid for by the ton, and be weighed 
by two inspectors, one representing the 
opera#ors and one representing the °men, 
each side to pay its own inspector. 

“6. That there shall be no interference 
with non-union men. 

‘7. That whenever practicable collective 
bargains shall be made relative to wages, 
time and ofher conditions, under rules 
to be established by the joint committee 
referred to.”’ 

These conclusions, Mr. Wright says, 
he believes ‘‘will help to allay irritation 
and reach the day when the anthracite 
ccal regions shall be governed system- 
atically and in accordance with greater 
justice and higher moral principles than 
now generally prevail on ether side.’’

to preserve order. More than half the 
men deputized in the past week or two 
by the sheriff as deputies refuse to act 
in that capacity. It is said that whole- 
sale prosecutions will result from this 
when the next criminal court convenes, 
as the sheriff seems much enraged at the 
poor support being given him. As yet 
Governor White refuses to send any 
troops to this field. notwithstanding 
many appeals are made dally. 

The fire in the Pocahontas mine con- 
tinues to- rage, although two large 
streams of water have been pouring into 
the. pit mouth since yesterday. The mine 
officials greatly fear explosions in the 
mine as the result of the fire, and it is 
difficult to get men who will push far 
into the interior to fight the fire.

Vessel Strikes an Uiicharted Rock in 
-Buzzard’s Bay—Extent fog the 
Brooklyn's . Injuries. Not 
‘Yet-Known, but Are’ 
'Probahly Serious. © 


Newport, Ro-1-Sapt@inber 3.—Word was 
received here tonight that the cruiser 
Brooklyn, flagship of Rear Admiral 
Coghlan, on leaving New Bedford this 
afternoon after the attack, ran onto & 
rock not far from Dumpling light house. 
She came off after a while, but jit is 
thought she is injured. Three vessels of 
the fleet, the Olympia, Puritan and May- 
flower, were sent on to Block island, the 
naval base, while the Peoria and the tug 
Leyden remained with the Brooklyn. 
There will be a long consultation of cap- 
tains to decide what shall be done with 
the Brooklyn, and tomorrow divers will 
be sent down to examine the vessel's 
bottom. Should the injuries prove 4s 
serious as is now. expected, the cruiser 
will be obliged to go to New York for re- 


pairs. : 

It is well known that Buzzards bay 1s 
a dangerous piece -of water and it is 
seldom that vessels as large as the 
Brooklyn go up withotit a local” pilot. 
The accident, therefore, was not entirely 
unexpected by mariners familiar with the 
waters. 

It is claimed by those on board the 
Brooklyn that the rock upon which the 
cruiser ran was not indicated in the 
charts. 

Fleet Makes Third Attack. 

New London, Conn., Septembér 3.—Early 
this morning the naval enemy made its 
third attack on the forts of the New Lon- 
don district. It is said to have been the 
most effective, as Well as the mos®'spec- 
tacular move that has taken place since 
the maneuvers began: ~The firing began 
at 4:50 and continued almost incessantly 
for two hours,~béeine direct@éd at Fort 
Wright; Fishers tsinnk&k- The attacking 
‘squadron was composed ef the batfle 
ships. Kearsarge, Avabama,’ Massachu- 
setts and Indiana. “ » : 

Just as soon as the first’ship was with- 
in firing distance she was fired upon from 
Fort Michie, but no attention was paid 
to this warning, for the ships came ‘right 
along, heading in’ the direction of Fort 
Wright, it seemingly being the purpose 
to capture that strongly fortified place, 
believed to be capable, with the aid of 
Forts Michie and Terry, of coping with 
the strongest flee’ afloat. A determined 
attack was made on Fort Wright, and 
the firing from the guns and mortars 
of the fort was kept up incessantly as 
the four ships formed in line of battle 
and sailed slowly by the fort, exchang- 
ing shot for shot as far as possible. 

The firing was kept up for about half 
an hour, when the ships sailed well out 
toward the race again, the defenders 
believing that the ships were to retreat 
in the direction whence they came. 

Suddenly the ships turned and again 
made a vigorous attack on Fort Wright, 
this time attempting to make a landing. 
One of the big ships drew in pretty close 
to the fort, and with rapid-fire guns 
covered the landing party, but in oppo- 
sition to this movement the gatliing guns 
at the fort were brought into requisition 
and the landing party was evidently re- 
pelled, or rather that particular phase of 
this attack was not considered success- 
ful. 

After the conclusion of this second at- 
tack the ships steamed out into the race 
and back in the .direction of Block 
island. 

The result of the conflict will not be 
known until] after the umpires. report, 
and perhaps it will be the occasion of 
much discussion on the part of the board 
of arbitration. 

Ships Driven Off. 

New Bedford, Mass., September 3.—Four 
warships, which could not be identified 
from the shore, owing to the haze, ap- 
peared off Fort Rodman early this morn- 
ing, and at once opened fire. The forti- 
fications speedily replied to the bombard- 
ment, 

After a hot battle, lasting several hours, 
the invading vessels left the bay to re- 
join the squadron. The result is in doubt 
and will be until the official reports: are 
made. Colonel Frye claims the victory 
for the army. He asserts that the hostile 
fleet was driven off disabled and defeated.

Johnson’s Keynote Speech. 

In his keynote speech to -the conver® 
tion, Mayor Johnson said: 

“The principles of democracy, always 
old but never. obsolete, confront us 
today, both in focal and in national ques- 
tions. 

“One of these national questions re- 
lates to trusts. For this evil our adver- 
saries advise publicity as the remedy. 

“Publicity! 

“That gs in protect investors against 
fraud, but how could it protect the pub- 
ic against monopoly, which is the basis 
of trusts? ; 

“Men whose incomes have been in 
creased but little or not at all, but whose 
Hving expenses have been increased enor- 
mously—why should they care for pub- 
licitv? What ‘ts needed Js not examina- 
tions of the account bouks of the trusts; 
it is the sweeping of monopolies from 
the statute books of the people. 

“The money question is also neélonal. 
And let me tell you this is no dead issue, 
as some would have us beliesre. Dead 
though it may be in one form, it {s alive 
in other and more radical forms. So long 
as Wall street interests dictate our finan- 
cial policies, the money question cannot 
die. You Know that I have never ac- 
cepted the doctrine commonly known 
as ‘16 to 1.’ I have worked with those 
who do accept it because I have believed. 
as I believe yet, that the free silver fight 
Was the first great protest of the Ameri- 
can people against monopoly—the first 
great struggle here of the masses 
against the privileged classes.-It was 
not free silver that frightened the pluto- 
cratic leaders. What they feared was 
free men! 


Self-Government. 


‘“‘We have in national politics also the 
vital questions of self-government. Shall 
we continue to govern distant colonies 
from Washington, as ,distant provinces 
were governed by imperial Rome before 
her fall and as crown colonies are gov- 
erned by the British empire today? That 
question also is at the bottom of the 
monopoly question. There would be no 
subject colonies if colonfes could give no 
monopoly franchises. ut national ques- 
tions are not for us to deal in in this 
state convention. Great as is Ohio in 
territory and population and wealth, and 
important as she is in the sisterhood of 
States, influential as her democracy is 
capable of being in the councils of the 
national party, she is not great enough 
nor important enough, nor is her de- 
mocracy influential enough to warrant 
this convention in dictating national pollf- 
ctes or remodeling national platforme. 
We have not been elected for that pur- 
pose. The function of revising national 
platforms belongs with conventions 
chosen for national purposes. Our func- 
t:on so far as national questions are con- 
cerned begins and ends with an unmis- 
takable itdentification of the. democratic 
party of Ohio with the democratic party 
of the republic. That can be done in 
good faith only by acknowledging the 
authority of the Tatest national expres- 
Sion of party doctrine on national ques- 
ticns. In my judgment, therefore, this 
convention ought to recognize the Kan- 
fas City platform. It ought also to pay 
the tribute of its respect to the great 
democrat who has in two national .cam- 
paigns brilliantly led us against the re- 
publican party and iIts allied hosts of 
non-partisan monopolies.” ; 

The Platform.

At this investigation, which 
took place shortly after the resignation, 
he was reinstated. . 

Dr. Melden was not satisfied, and the 
relations of the two men are said to have 
been strained. It is stated that Dr. Mel- 
den said he would not remmain at the 
head of Clark university if Dr. Murray 
retained his chair. The upshot of the 
matter was yesterday’s investigation at 
Richmond, Ind. It is generally under- 
stood that Dr. Melden was the instigator

He Smilingly Greets Eleven 
Thousand Cheering Chil- 
dren at Posen, 


Posen, September 8.—The emperor and 
empress reviewsd the troops today, fol- 
lowing the presemtation of new colors to 
the regiments by the emperor. The police 
arrangements for keeping the ground 
clear were somewhat stringent. 

Returning from the .parade Emperor 
William and the empress passed between 
lines of children 3 miles long, tiie boys on 
one side and girls on the other. Th¢re 
were 11,000 of them, all shouting fran- 
tically. As he rode down the lines the 
emperor droppeq his severe expression, 
sometimes called his regimental face, and 
looked kindly and almost tenderly on the 
childish ranks. He glanced to the right 
and to the left and saluted continuously 
with his field marshal’s baton. Many of 
the children present were those of Ger- 
man settlers in Prussian Poland, 2,000 of 
whom, with thelr families, haq . been 
brought into Posen from the country by 
specia) trains. 

The great fortifications that made Posen 
a generation ago one of the most impreg- 
nable strongholds in Europe and second 
only to Metz, in Germany, and which 
have been ordered by 
demolished, consist of 12 miles of huge 
earth and masonry ramparts. They were 
begun in 1828 and were never really finish- 
ed because they weré continually modified 
as the art of defense ang offense deveiup- 
ed. About $50,000,000 has been spent on 
these fortifications, first and last, and yet 
a ‘gun was never fired at them. The mere 


work of demolition wil! cost several more 


of which the municipality will 
gladly pay its share. Although the popu- 
lation of the city, about 115,000, will spread 
a mile or two in every direction between 
the walls, no brick or stone buildings can 
be permitted within half a mile zone, so 
that no enemy may be abte to find cover.

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NUUSES SACKED 


BY THE RIOTERS 
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Anarchy Prevails in the City of 
Aram, Hungary 


City Full of Troops, but the Rioting 
Is Increasing — Peasants Are 
Arriving To Take Part in 
the Attack on the 
Servians. 


London, September 4—In a dispatch 
from Vienna the correspondent of The 
Daily Mail gives an unconfirmed rumor 
that the Servians at Agram \have retali- 
ated and massacred the Croatians. 


Agram, Hungary, September 3.—Many 
houses were wrecked and sacked last 
night. The rage of the mob was first 
against the house of Captain 
Witas, a retired army officer, who yes- 
terday fired the crowd, wounding a 
man. The erected barricades, 
tore up the fence, smashed the windows 
and were ,proceeding to storm the place 
when the military dispersed them. The 
mob, however, soon reassembled and re- 
turned and the rioters forced their way 
into the house, which. they wrecked. 
Captain Witas and his wife escaped. 
The rioters then sacked the houses of a 
number of Servians and destroyed the 
residence of a merchant. 

Although a state of siege has heen 
proclaimed at Agyam, and in spite of the 
fact that the principal buildings and 
squares are occupied by troops, the riot- 
ing is increasing. Numbers of peasants 
have arrived here from the country to 
help the Croatians. Barricades are be- 
ing erected and a virtual state of rebel- 
lion exists. 

Early tonight mobs plundered Servian 
shops, piled their stocks in the streets 
and set firetothem. Captain Witas, who 
was returning to his home, was seized 
at the door of his house and dragged into 
the street, where the old man, in spite 
of his piteous entreaties for mercy, was 
terribly beaten. The captain was event- 
ually taken to a hospital in serious con- 
dition. Many rioters have been arrested. 

Reinforcements of troops are occupying 
the streets. 

The proclamation of martial law today 
has been followed by the bringing into 
town and posting of more battalions of 
troops. The rioters have been overawed 
the soldiers and tonight they are 
quiet. 

Opposition newspapers have been con- 
fiscated and The Irbobrat, in which the 
articles which caused the riots appeared, 
will not be published during the continu- 
ance of the disturbance. 

A mob in the village of Vraboe stoned 
a detachment of gendarmes; the 
replied with a volley, 
rioters and wounding several! others. 

Troops Used Against Strikers. 

Paris, September 3.—It was found 
necessary to employ a regiment of in- 
fantry at Rochefort-Sur-Mer today to 
assist the gendarmes in protecting the 
laborers engaged in discharging ships 
there from violence on the part of 
strikers. The dock labarers of Roche- 
fort. who belong to one of the trade 
syndicates, went on strike after having 
demanded the abolition of the stevedores. 
They endeavored to prevent the work- 
men of another trade syndicate from

TOO MUCH APATHY, THEY SAY. 


MISSISSIPPIANS THINK ELEC- 
TIONS TOO DULL. 


Contrast with Old Times When Peo- 
ple Took an Interest in Politi- 
cal Contests. 


Jackson, Miss., September 3.—(Specigql.) 
Students of political matters in Missis- 
sippi are finding much food for thought 
and subject for comment over the result 
of the recent congressional primaries, 
and the extraordinarily light vote polled 
has caused a revival of expressions to 
the effect that the state needs two evenly 
matched political parties in order to re- 
vive interest in public matters. 

It is indisputably a fact that the people 
in general cared little or nothing about 
the result of the congressional primaries, 
nor did they manifest a pride to make a 
Strong party showing, for only ab@ut 25 
per cent of the registered vote vwhhs 
polled, and even in counties where the 
contests were quite spirited the vote was 
remarkably light. The best citizens in 
the state did not take the trouble to go 
to the polls on election day, and a spirit 
of apathy was. manifested throughout 
the commonwealth, particularly in the 
districts where it was a foregone con- 
clusion what the result would be. In 
the two districts. the sixth and eighth, 
only 
about 50 per cent of the qualified electors 
registered their choice of candidates, and 
in the city of Meridian, where nearly 
1,200 votes are registered, only about 100 
votes were cast. 

Bevond any question of doubt, the peo- 
ple of Mississippi do not care so much 
about the right of suffrage as they for- 
merly did, and the average business man 
feels that he is being imposed on if a 
more enthusiastic citizen suggests that 
he should take time to go to the polls. 
The present condition of affairs is in 
peculiar contrast to the ante-bellum days 
in this state, when the whigs and demo- 
crats were battling for supremacy, and 
every man who had the right to do so 
was a regular voter, and it is also dis- 
similar to the reconstruction days, when 
the negro was a factor in politics and 
the white man voted early and often. 


SITS IN GOVERNOR’S CHAIR. 


Lieutenant Governor Acts During 
Governor’s Absence. 

Jackson, Miss., September 3.—(Special.) 
Lieutenant Governor Harrison, of Co- 
lumbus, arrived in the city last evening 
and assumed the office of governor. He 
will occupy the chief executive’s chair 
for a period of one week while Governor 
Longino is away from the city on a busi- 
ness and personal visit to Missourl. 

This is the third time Governor Harri- 
son has been called upon to act as gov- 
ernor. He served for about ten days at 
the close of Governor McLaurin’s admin- 
istration while that official was sick in 
bed and unable to attend the inaugura- 
tion. of his successo§, and again assumed 
the office when Governor Longino went 
to Washington to attend the Roosevelt 
inaugural. It is generally believed that 
he will be a candidate for the governor- 
ship next year.

The conference 
was for the purpose of tryiy - to agree 
on the terms and requirem wto be 
contained in the ordinance w #h_ the 
joint finance and ordinance committees 
were requested by the city council to 
frame for the gévernment of the pro- 
pesed merger of the Macon street rail- 
ways. 

The three principal propositions that 
have been under consideration and dis- 
cussion for some time are: The term of 
years of the franchises of the consoll- 
dated properties; an annual tax on the 
gross receipts af the company after the 
first five years, and the North and South 
railway of Bacon and Sparks 

The mergers do not wis) the fran- 
chises granted for a shorter period than 
fifty years, whereas members of the joint 
committee and other members of coun?il 
favor a period not longer than thirty or 
thirty-five years. 

Some of the aldermen also favor re- 
quiring the mergers to pay 1 per cent 
tax on the gross receipts of the rallways 
for a certain term of years, and then 
increase the tax to 2 per cent a year. 
The mergers do not care to pay a per 
cent, but prefer paying a certain fixed 
sum annually after a certain period of 
years. 

There is also the question of whether 
or not the mergers should embrace 
antong their consolidated properties the 
Bacon and Sparks road. It is known 
“hat there are members of coancil who 
believe that Bacon and Sparks’ ‘railroad 
should be taken care of by the mergers. 
| An Agreement Reached. 

The conference continued unti+ nearly 
41 o’clock and resulted in all parties 
ggreeing on the terms of the ordinance 
and as soon as it is reported back fo 
council ang adopted the consolidation will 
go into effect, as far as the Macon Elec- 
tric Light and Railway Company and the 
Macon Consolidated Company are con- 

erned. 

4 The Metropolitan company will not yet 
Xe consolidated, but will await the ad- 
fudication of the contract which Bacon 
Yand Sparks have between their company 
ang the Metropolitan. ‘In the meanwhile 
the. Metropolitan will be operated under 
‘an independent organization, but will be 
equipped with modern cars and transfers 
to and from the consolidated lines wil) be 
‘granted. 

Franchises were granted the consoll- 

ated properties for fifty years. For the

Mass Meeting of Democrats 
in Augusta Yes- 
terday. 


HON. BOYKIN WRIGHT 
CALLED TO THE CHAIR 


This Action Cheered as There Seemed 
To Be Some Friction Between 
Old and Young Men of the 
Party—A Harmonious 
Meeting. 


Augusta, September 3.—(Special.)—A 
mass meeting of the democrats of Rich- 
mond county was held today at 12:30 in 
the court house for the purpose of elect- 
ing @ new democrafic executive commit- 
tee for the next two years. There had 
been some rumors of an effort on the 
part of what has been termed the young 
democracy in the past two or three cam- 
paigns in this county to name a ticket 
different from the one-that was under- 
stood to be the choice of the old party 
organization. 

The anticipation of opposition called 
forth a large attendance, and if was 
one of the most representative and well 
attended mass meetings that the county 
has had in years. It was quite apparent 
to people famillar with the personnel 
and alignment of Richmond county voters 
that the old party organization was in 
full force and abie to take care of itself 
if the contest came, but no opposition 
developed. On the contrary a surprise 
was in store for the majority of those 
present. Instead of Major J. C. C. Black 
being called to the chair, as had been 
the rumored programme, John P. Mul- 
herin placed in nomination Hon. Boykin 
Wright. This was seconded by Major 
Black and the election was unanimous 
amid applause. 

On taking the chair Mr. Wright de 
clared that the honor was a complete sur- 
prise to him, though one that he highly 
valued; that for some time he had on 
his mind what seemed a growing ten- 
dency toward friction between the vet- 
eran members of the party and the young 
democrats, and he took this opportunity 
to speak for harmony. He declared that 
the young democrats had no cause for 
complaint in Richmond county. For 
years past Richmond had sent to the leg- 
islature young men who had not begun 
to sprout a mustache, and that she had 
lost no opportunity to put forward her 
young men and place duties and honors 
upon them. With age came wisdom and 
conservatism, and that these were highly 
essential to the safe conduct of the party 
affairs, but that with youth there was 
energy and enthusiasm and these were 
equally important.

The startling news of President 
Roosevelt’s narrow escape from injury 
and perhaps death started The Con- 
stitution’s telephones going yesterday 
at a rate much faster than ordinary. 

If the president had been killed, who 
would succeed him? That was the 
burden of the questioning. Evidently 
the thought was uppermost in the pub- 
lic mind. In some instances there 
were bets to decide; in others there 
was nothing more than natural curi- 
osity. 

In the event of the death of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt—there being 10 vice 
president—he would be sueceeded: by 
the secretary of state, Hon. John Hay. 

In a act passed by the forty-first 
congress it is provided that in the 
event of the removal, death, resigna- 
tion or inability of both the president 
and the vice president, the secretary 
of state shall act as president until 
the disabijity of the president or vice 
president is removed, or a president 
is elected. If there be no secretary 
of state, then the secretary of the 
treasury will act; the succession run- 
ning through the cabinet in this or- 
der: secretary of war, attorney gen: 
eral, postmaster general, secretary of 
the navy, secretary of the interior and 
scretary of agriculture—the order be- 

ig the same as that of the creation of 
je departments.

wide field of commercial endeavor. 
The Macon man can reach southwest 
Georgia before the Atlanta man .can 
get to Macon. 

One of the grossest ‘snot Sta in the 
case is that a Savannah traveler can 
leave that city at 9 p. m., ride to Ma- | 
con on a through sleeper and go on by 
the 3:40 a. m. traihs to the south Geor- 
gia and east Alabama towns and 
reach the larger portion of them be- 
fore the Atlanta man can get started 
on his 7:50 a. m. train to Macon 
where his connections must necessari- 
ly be made. 

Here we have a link of, say, 100 
miles between Atlanta and Macon that 
seems to be so cleverly operated and 
with such excellent concert as to give 
toa minor center of distribution a tre- 
mendous advantage in time, mails, 
commercial travelers’ tours and mail 
orders over the capital of the state, 
having the largest traveling initiative 
and the starting poiht of more com- 
mercial tonnage of any other city they 
are supposed to serve. The like condl- 
tion of inexplicable discrimination we 
donot think can be foundinthe coun: 
try at large. 

It would seem that Atlanta’s historic 
interest in ratlroad development, her 
actual investments in their creation 
uer large patronage of them in all 
ways, and her present importance, 
daily growing, as a producing center 
and jobber of freights would strike the 
railway people who perpetrate this 
discrimination that Atlanta has some 
rights for which they should show a 
more mutual regard. 

There is no purpose in this case to 
raise a mere issue of city rivalries. 
We think the case bears upon its very 
face such equities as will be recog- 
nized by all fairminded men, and ex- 
hibit a wrong to this city that ought 
to be cheeffully and speedily rectified. 
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Government v. Corporations. 

To what extent, in the interest of 
public necessity and convenience, can 
the government interpose to stop a 
strike? 

This is a question being much 
broached of late, as the anthracite 
situation grows more aggravating, and 
if public indignation is not given 
cause to subside, the inherent drastic 
powers of governmenf will be sought 
to be put to test. We haveseen some 
notable instances of the exercise of the 
governmental right of condemnation 
and confiscation. Does this other 
extraordinary right reside in the gov- 
ernment? If so, the strike question 
is wonderfully simplified. 

Apropos of this interesting subject, 
the Philadelphia Record says: 

The American people are respecters of 
property and proprietory rights; but there 
are interests which are gfeater than 
those of any individual or group of men. 
The public welfare is the highest law, and 
when an irreconcilable conflict occurs 
petween private and public rights the for- 
mer must in the end give way. To say 
that nothing can occur to break the dead- 
jock in the anthfacite industry is to sav 
that the people, or their representatives 
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not relieve by legal compulsion a situa- 


tion which has become a menace to the 
common weal. The forestallment of com- 
mon necessities has been interdicted by 
law from time immemorial.. Usually the 
forestallment has been accomplished by 
the purchase of the visible supply; Dut 
the law is directed against the act, not 
against the: means whereby it may be ac- 
complished. To have in one’s possession 
the available coal supply of a community 
and to refuse on any pretext to fetch it 
to market constitute ds effective a fore- 
stallment of this commodity as could be 
imagined. 

The remedy by mandamus has hitherto 
been applied only to public functionaries 
or to corporate bodiés, like railway com- 
panies, which are engagefl in a quasi-pub- 
lic service. If coal mining companies 
should be included in this category a 
writ of mandamus could be _ directed 
against them requiring them to mine and 
market coal] under penalty, just as faftl- 
way companies have been ordered ta re- 
ceive and transpoft freight notwithstand- 
ing the plea that their lines were tied 
up by a strike. This condition of affairs 
was disregarded by the courts In such 
instances as forming no excuse for their 
cessation of performance of a railway 
company’s duty to the public it was cre- 
ated to serve. There may be no prece- 
dent in the books for the treatment of a 
mining company as a corporation en- 
gaged in a public service, but every ex- 
isting precedent was at a time more or 
less remote unprecedented. It is a maxim 
of the law that there can be no wrong 
without remedy; and that the flaw of 
illegality in the conduct of the coal car- 
riers and miners is discoverable who can 
doubt? ’ 
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Quixote and Sancho. 

Champ Clark, who can always be de- 
pended upon to score a point through 
humor, says of the present republican 
situation:

The Elderberry. 

Editor Constitution: It is to be re- 
gretted that one of the very best fruits 
in Georgia 1s let to go to waste. I refer 
to the common black elderberry, which 
in,the south grows abundantly in most 
places and along the water 
courses. Pies made from it are fully 
as good—many say much _ better—than 
those made from blackberries or huckle- 
berries: in fact, most peq@le when eating 
them for the first time think that they 
are partaking of the latter fruit, and it 
retains its excellence when ‘dried per- 
fectly, being just as good when a year 
old as the fresh berries, which cannot 
be said of any other fruit that we know 
of. All that is necessary is to strip 
them from the stems and spygead on pa- 
pers placed in the sun to drf. Two days 
is sufficient if the weather be favorable; 
and placed in tight paper sacks when 
fully dry they will keep indefinitely and 
are just as good as the fresh berries. 
Make the pies as you would huckleber- 
ries, adding a tablespoonful of good vin- 
egar @o each pile. 

This fruit is generally considered pols- 
onous in the south, and is let go to 
waste, but in the north, where it is more 
abundant than here, it !s gathered in 
immense quantities and sold at from 5 
cents to 10 cents per quart, varying with 
the supply’ and demarfd. 

The leading restaurant firm in Cleve- 
land, Ohio, feeding 2,000 people a day, 
keep track of all erders, tabulating them 
80 as to know how. much stock to lay 
in for a season, and they sell more elder- 
berry pies, they being placed on the Dill 
as such, hen any other, and almost as 
many .as all others combined, the price 
of all, excepting mince, being the same. 

All who have tried them in this vicinity 
are very loud in their praise, and not 
many Wil go to .waste another season. 
Do not be afraid of being poisoned, but 
try the elderberry this season. You 
will have to hurry, for the birds know 
a good thing when’ the® see it, and the 
bush@s are being rapidly stripped. “Do 
not make the common mistake of think- 
ing that the taste of the uncooked berries 
is any guide for those made into pies. 
The fresh berries have a raw taste which 
entirely disappears when cooked. Yours

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-The president, 


DEATH STRIKES VERY NEAR 
PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT 


C ontinued from First Page. 


of the vehicle, which received the full | 


force of the blow. The carriage was 
upset in the twinkling of an eye and one 
horse fell dead on the tracks. The other 
three powerful grays attached to the 
vehicle started’to run, and dragged by 
them and pushed by the force of the car 
the wrecked carriage was moved 30 or 40 
feet. 

Agent Craig fell.from his seat immedi- 
ately in front of the car and it passed 
completely over his.pody. Driver Pratt, 
in falling struck the héad of the horse 
immediately in front of him and rolied 
clear of him, thus escaping a similar fate. 
Governor Crane and Sec- 
retary Cortelyou were thrown together in 
the bottom of their carriage. Almost in- 
Stantly a score of men jumped to the 
heads of the frightened horses and stop- 
ped thelr further progress. Governor 
Crane was the first to get to his feet, 
entirely unhurt. He turned immediately 
to the president, helped the latter to arise 
and together they assisted Secretary Cor- 
telyou. 

President and Cortelyou Bloody. 

The president's lip was cut and blood 
was flowing from the wound. His cloth- 
ing was much disarranged and he. was 
Severely shaken up. Secretary Cortelyou 
had a. severe wound in the back of his 
head, from which the blood was flowing 
freely. The president quickly regained 
his composure and the thyee soon after 
repaired to the residence of Charles R. 
Stevens, near the scene of the accident. 
Mr. Craig’s body was found just behind 
the car. His shoulders and chest were 
crushed and the body was frightfully 
mangled. 

Driver Pratt was found unconscious in 
the road. His shoulder was dislocated, 
his ankle sprained and his face badly cut 
and bruised. He was immedately placed 
in the carriage and taken to the House of 
Mercy, where he was attended by two 
doctors, who tonight say he will recover. 

Agent Craig’s body was faken to the 
residence of Mrs. A. B. Stevens, adjoining 
the house to which the president had re- 
paired with Governor Crane and Secre- 
tary Cortelyou, and later was removed to 
undertaking rooms in this city. 

A few minutes after the cullision Drs. 
Colt, Thomas. and Woodruff arrived and 
attended the president and his secretary. 
Half an hour later the journey to Lenox 
was resumed. An anxious crowd mean- 
while surrounded the house and the pres- 
ident stopped long enough to assure the 
people that he was not injured in the 
least and to express his grief at the death 
of Agent Craig. Chief Nicholson, of the 
Pittstield police, and Daniel Kyan, an ot- 
ficer of the New York city department, 
who is on his vacation in this city, were 
driving about 100 yards ahead of the pres- 
ident’s carriage and were among the first 
to reach his’ side after the coilision. 
They immediately placed. under arrest the 
motorman of the car, Euclid Madden, and 
Conductor James Keliy, and they were 
later taken to headquarters in this city. 

Mystery About Accident. 

Governor Crane in relating his experi- 
ence, says he heard the gong of the ap- 
proaching car in ample time, and he im- 
mediately aroge and warned the motor- 
man to stop. He says that the man ap- 
parently paid no attention to his signal 
or those of the troopers alongside, and the 
car continued until it struck the carriage 
with great force. 

No one on the car seems to-be able to 
explain how the accidént happened, Even 
the motorman and persons on the front 
seat are apparently unable to tell why 
it was not avoided. It is said Driver 
Pratt turned to cross the track sooner 
than teams ordinafily make the turn, 
but that he was forced to do 8o because of 
the fact that his team of four horses re- 
quired more room and the two troopers 
on the right of the carriage also needed 
space to get through. Motorman Madden 
and Conductor Kelly furnished bail to- 
night. 

The charges against them are man- 
slaughter. They will probably be ar- 
raigned tomorrow morning. The defense 
will probably- present no evidence, and 
the men will be held for the grand jury. 

yeorge and Hugh Craig, of Holyoke, 
Mass., brothers of Willlam Craig, the 
victim of the accident, arrived here to- 
night and are in consultation with the 
authorities. It has been decided to take 
the body to Chicago for interment. 

In arranging the programme for the 
day Mayor Engler had requested all busi- 
ness to be suspended in the city; he also 
had made special requests of the Pitts- 
field street railway that it suspend busi- 
iness on North street during the exercises 
at the park and while the president was 
driving to the point. He also asked the 
managers of both street railway companies 
in the city to be especially careful as to 
the running of cars on all streets through 
which the procession would pass. 

The car had started on the upward 
grade at the beginning of the hill just be- 
fore the collision, and it is pointed out 
that considerable power-must have been 
applied just before the crash In order 
to start it up the incline under the head- 
way it had. 

Story of Eyewitnesses. 

Frederick 8. Clark, who was an eye- 
witness of the accident, says he had gone 
to the top of Howard hill for the purposé 
of securing a photograph of the presi- 
dent in his carriage. He was near the 
Howard house, he says, when he sawethe 
party approaching. He saw the horses 
as they turned from the west to the east 
just before they reached the culvert. The 
car he saw coming at a fast rate of 
speed, but a short distance behind. He 
says he saw that in a moment an accident 
must occur because the car was going 
at such a rate of speed that it could not 
be brought to a standstill without a col- 
lision. In his opinion the car was about 
100 feet to the rear when the leading 
horses were turned onto the track to cross 
to the other side of the road. He heard 
considerable yelling just before the crash, 
and he believes it came from the mounted 
men. He saw the car strike the rear 
wheel of the president’s carriage on the 
left side, plowing it along and striking 
the front .wheel on the same side, and 
then the wheel horse on the left side, up- 
setting the vehicle and throwing the 
driver and officer from the box to the 
ground. Mr. Clark says it was very 
dusty at that point. He says he saw the 
president thrown out on the left side 
and saw the governor assisted to his 
feet. As the president arose to his feet 
Mr. Clark says he saw him walk to where 
the motorman was standing after leay- 
ing the car and speak to him. Euclid 
Madden, the motorman, in telling his 

says the car had 
horsepower. The 
not fitted with air 
account of the presidential peter he 
says the running schedules on ail lines 
of the company were disarranged. He 
said he left the Country Club for the 

Stanley works, but reached only the 
Campbell house on South street, when 
be was forced to make a stop|on account 
of the ropes drawn across |the street. 
Madden says that, according to orders, 
he remained in front of the Campbell 
house until the time for his car to return 
to the Country-Club. He says the car 
was due at the Country Club at 9:4;-that 
he did not in any way interfere with 
the procession, and, so far as he knows, 
the car was not chartered for any spe- 
cial occasion. As he passed over the 
railroad bridge about %0 or 400 feet from 
the scene of the accident he says hs 
shut off the power and put on the 
brakes, the car then being on a gown 
grade. He says there were teams on 
both sides of the track, and he was_ex- 
ercising every care to avoid an accident. 
In his opinion the car was not running 


over 8 miles an hour; he received no 
warning to stop and did not see the 
mounted men or Governor Crane waving 
their hands. 


Blames. the Driver. 

According to Madden's story, there was 
plenty of room for the president's car- 
riage to have passed on the west side of 
the trolley track, and he would have 
plenty of time after he passed the 
president’s carriage before the turn was 
made , the. east side of the road. He 
sald the leading horses were tuyghed short 
across the track. He could not tell just 
how the car struck the carriages, but he 
Says he reversed the power and went 
for the brake just as quickly as possible 
when he saw the horses turn on the 
track. He said it was dusty and with 
difficulty he saw what was going on. He 
denies that any orders were given to 
reach the Country Club hefore the presi- 
dent’s party arrived there. 

The story of James Kelly, the conduc- 
tor, is much the same as that of Motor- 
man Madden, as far as the schedule and 
running arrangements were concerned. 
He said he was collecting fares on the 
west side of the car at the time of the 
accident and was on the forward end of 
the running board at the moment of the 
collision. He said he saw no warning 
given. 

Mrs. French Pierson and her two chil- 
dren were passengers on thecar. <Aceord- 
ing to the story of Mrs. Pierson, an effort 
had been made by the passengers on the 
car to have the motormen leave the 
Campbell house just as the president's 
carriage passed by. This he sefused to 
Co; saying he was running on schedule 
time, and therefore he would: not leave 
earller unless ordered to co s9 by officers 
Oo: the road. Mrs.- Pierson says she was 
Gesirous of alighting at Crofut street, 
but did not for two reasons, the first 
being that the car was going at such a 
fast rate of speed that she saw she 
eculd not signal the conductor in time to 
Stop, and secondly, that the passengers 
On the car seemed anxious to reach the 
Country Club before the president. She 
then decided to continue on to the C oun- 
try Club and return on the same car. 
As the car approached the president's 
carriage, she says, she saw the mounted 
men say something to Driver Pratt. but 
in the noise of the car and the ringin 
cf the gong she was unable to hear 
the words spoken. 

Mr. James W. Hull, one-of Pittsfleld’s 
mcst prominent citizens and a-director wf 
the road, who was on the car at the time 
of the accident, was seen tonight with 
reference to the report that Motorman 
Madden was under special instructions 
from him to run through to .the Coun- 
try Club without stopping. 


Hull Denounces Report. 

Mr. Hull said: 

“The report is unqualifiedly .false. I 
cannot express an opinion as to the re- 
sponsibility for the accident. I was a 
péessenger on the car, but hardly realized 
what was happening until it was over. 
The regular route of this ear is from the 
Stanley works on one side of the city 
to the Country Club on the other. The 
tracks run directly through the city and 
réss the city park, where the president 
mrade his address. The car, which was a 
Fingle truck affair, had just come in from 
the club, but its sehedule being inter- 
rupted by the crowds it was stopped a+ 
the park and turned back to the club. 
I‘ was understcod that the president 
would stop there on the way to Lenox 
and perhaps say a few words, and many 
persons, including a considerable number 
of club -members, were bound there. [ 
intended to do «by mrrself and when the 
car stopped at thé park I asked the mo- 
terman whea.he would. start.

Suddenly my 
attention was attracted by people rising’ 
up in the front part of the car, and L£ 
locked up just in time to see the leading 
bcrses on the president’s carriage come 
onto the track ahead of us. 

“My first thought was that the ear 
could be stopped in time to avoid a col- 
lision, but in the next second I realized 
that thts was impossible. 

“Then the crash came, followed by 
much tumult. Almost immediately I saw 
the president get up from the wreck and 
heard him declare he was uninjured and 
anxiously asked for the rest. I then 
looked for Governor Crane and soon after 
found him unhurt. It seemed to me that 
the car was about to stop when. it 
struck the carriage. It certainly came to 
a stop within 15 or 20 feet, but tao late.’’ 

President Reaches Home. 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., September 3.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt returned to Oyster Bay at 
8:30 tonight but little the worse for his 


1 thrilling experience of the morning. His 


right cheek is swollen, there is a black 
bruise under his right eye and his mouth 
is slightly swollen. Otherwise he shows 
no effects of the accident. He will go 
south the latter part of the week ac- 
cording to the original schedule, and will 
be accompanied by Secretary Cortelyou, 
who, while considerably shakén up, ex- 
pects that his injuries will not incapaci- 
tate-him for duty.

The president says he may_ have to 
make his first public appearance with a 
black eye and swollen face, but the acci- 
dent has not interrupted his work for 
ten minutes, and it will not interrupt 
his southern trip. The president is pledged 
to attend the annual convention of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen at 
Chattanooga, Tenn., Monday, and h»2 
would not on any account disappoint thé 
brotherhood. It is a well-known fact 
that the president holds railroad men in 
very high regard, and he anticipates 
great pleasure in meeting the peathtrhood 
of Firemen néxt week. 

The president was busily engaged to- 
night in signing commissions and dispos- 
ing of work that had accumulated during 
his absence. Mr. Roosevelt was sin- 
cerely attached to William Craig, the se- 
cret service man who lost his life today, 
because of Craig’s personal loyalty and 
because of the great attachment the 
children felt for him, and he is sincerely 
grieved at Craig’s death. Apart from that 
event the president is not affected by his 
expertences. 

The president feels that the conduct of 
the motorman who was running the trol- 
ley car that wrecked the carriage was 
criminal, unless the trolley had gotten 
beyond his control, and the president can 
hardly believe this was the case, because 
as soon as the car struck the carriage it 
stopped.

None of the other schedules now oper- 
ated by the Southern will be disturbed 
by the addition of the new train. All 
arrivals and departures at Atlanta ex- 
cept those specified will remain as at 
present. 

At New Orleans this train will 
direct connection with the Southern Pa- 
cific for Mexico and California points, 
giving the shortest time between New 
York and Mexico. The new train will 
be the fastest ever operated in the south, 
New equipment will be bullt especially 
for it. 

No official announcement of the inten- 
tion of the officials to put on this train 
has. vet been made, but there is ffét the 
least doubt as to its being put on. The 
train will be running before October 1. 
The official announcement will be made 
as soon as the different connections reach 
an agreement as to the details of the 
schedule.

Long Term Franchise

Councilman Fincher Proposes To In- 
crease Pay of Policemen and 
Police Officers, Except Chief 
: aud Captains, on and Af- 

5 ter April 1, 1903. 


The question of granting a franchise to 
the Atlanta Electric Company for an 
electric light and power plant is now be- 
fore the city council. The committee on 
electric lights has recommended che 
adoption of an ordinance making a thirty- 
year grant to the new concern, and the 
terms upon which the franchise is to be 
granted have been set forth. Final ac- 
tion will come at the next regular meet- 
ing of council, as the paper was held up 
yesterday for two weeks in order to give 
the members of the general body an op- 
portunity to study and consider the vital 
features of the proposed franchise. 

In addition to granting a_ franchise 
covering a period of thirty years from 
the time of the approval and acceptance 
Of the grant, it is also proposed to tax 
the company on its gross receipts from its 
business within Fulton county and upon 
such other business without the limits of 
Atlanta as comes into competition with 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany, or any other company doing a simi- 
lar business located in the city. 

The proposed tax on gros receipts is as 
follows: 1 per cent each year for the 
first three years, beginning July, 1905; 2 
per cent each year for the succeeding 
twenty years, and 3 per cent per year for 
the remaining years of the franchise. 
This gives the company two years in 
which to build its plant and begin busi- 
aess before the percentage tax becomes 
operative. 

Amendment Is Offered. 

Councilman Reed has proposed an 
amendment, which was filed yesterday 
and will be considered at the next meet- 
ing of council, providing that the per- 
centage tax upon the Atlanta Electric 
Company shal] be paid at the particular 
time that the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company shall pay its tax on gross 
receipts. In other words, Mr. Reed de- 
sires that the new company shall] be pay- 
ing 2 per cent on its gross receipts dur- 
ing the same twenty years that the pres- 
ent company is paying the same ‘per- 
centage. He is of the opinion that such-a 
rule would insure competition. 

According to the proposeqd ordinance 
the Atlanta Electric Company is given 
sixty days in which to accept the fran- 
chise after its approval, and must begin 
some part of its work within six months 
from the date of the approval of ths 
franchise. To save the city harmless from 
any damages that might arise from the 
work of establishing the system, the new 
company will be required to file a bond 
it ' the sum of $25,000. The company is not 
exempteg from paying an ad valorem tax 
upon ita city property. 

The Atlanta Electric Comphny is the 
new enterprise which, acording to its 
legal representative, Colone]: Albert Hi. 
Cox, proposes to.construct a big dam on 
the Chattahoochee river and generate 
electric curent for illumination and 
power. Mr. Cox was‘present when the 
committee's recommendation was read in 
council, and when asked by a reporter for 
The Constitution if the members of his 
company would accept the franchise, ne 
said he thought they probably would. He 
would make no definite statement to that 
effect, but it is thought the terms and 
conditions of the franchise will meet with 
approval by the stockholders of the new 
concern. 

Mayor Won’t Talk. 

Mayor Mims was asked whether he 
would approve the grant for thirty years, 
He has stood for twenty-one-year fran- 
chises and there is no little interest being 
manifested in his probable action on the 
ordinance should council adopt it and 
send it to him for approval. 

“I cannot say what action I will take 
when the paper reaches me,” said the 
mayor. “I have not considered all the 
terms and I cannot therefore say what I 
shal} do. There will be time enough when 
the ordinance is sent to me for approvai.”’ 

When the proposed ordinance was read 
Councilman Reed, who is a member Of the 
electric light committee, said he had sup- 
posed the paper would contain a provision 
he had advocated. He explained it was 
his idea that the company should pay tne 
same percentage required of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company and that 
an adjustment of this tax so they would 
both be paying the same percentage it 
the same time would prevent the older 
company giving some of its business to 
the new company. If that state of affairs 
existed, he said, the city would be the 
loser: 

It was generally conceded that the pa- 
per should be held up for two weeks in 
order that the members of council might 
become thoroughly familiar with | the 
terms before final action is to <aken., 
The city clerk was instructed to make a 
copy of the ordinance for every: mem- 
ber of council. 

To Increase Policemen’s Pay. 

During the session Councilman W. A. 
Fincher, of the first ward, introduced a 
resolution seeking to increase the pay 
of policemen anil officers, with the ex- 
ception of the chief of police and the 
captains, % cents a day, the change to 
become of force on and after April 1, 
193. The paper was referred to the com- 
mittees on salary and ordinance for con- 
sideration and report. . 

The following is a scale of pay favor- 
ed by Mr. Fincher in his resolution: 

Chief of police, $2,200 a year; three cap- 
tains, $1,200 a year each; six sergeants. 
32.7% a day: seven detectives, $2.75 a-day; 
two station house keepers, $2.75 a day; 
one officer in charge of barracks, $2.25 
a day; six wagon men, $2.25; two officers 
at Grant park, $2.25 a day; mounted men, 
$2.25 a day; two turnkeyy, $2.2 a day;

An- 
other restriction was that asphalted 
streéts should not be opened or left open 
during the months of June.

The 
ordinance was the direct result of a sug- 
gestion made by City Electrician Harper, 
who said the matter should be properly 
controlied. Councilman Key thought 4 
provision covering the proper insulation 
of wires should be adopted. The paper 
was referred back to the committee on 
electric lights for further !

To Be Held at Bishop Turner’s Taber- 
nacle on Young Street. 


LARGE CROWDS ARE EXPECTED 


DuBois, Negro Writer of an Incen- 


diary Article in Northern Maga- 
zine, Was Roundly Scored. 


Active préparations have been begun 
among the negroes of Atlanta for the 
holding of the largest camp meeting that 
has ever been held by the negroes. 

Bishop H. M. Turner, calle” Sogether 
about forty of the leading - sters of 
his race from in and around Atlanta 
and arrangements were definitely made 
for the holding of the camp meeting in 
his tabernacle on Young street. The 
meeting is to begin on October 1 and 
will continue about ten days. 

Bishop Turner said in his talk before 
the other ministers yesterday that the 
meéting was to be definitely along 
spiritual lines, and that nothing of any 
other nature should be injected into it. 
He said that what the race needed more 
than anything else was the right kind 
of men in the pulpits as leaders—men 
who cared less for their personal ag- 
grandizement and more for the true 
progress of the negro. 

Several of the other preachets who 
were present heartily indoré}@ the senti- 
f aents of Bishop Turner and pledged their 
strongest support in helping to make 
preparations for the big meeting. Several 
in the course of their remarks took oc- 
casion to refer to the recent inflammatory 
article by the negro DuBois, which ap- 
peared in The Atlantic Monthly, and 
gave expression to sentiments that were 
directly opposed to those of DuBois. 

They showed that while DuBois, a negro 
of northern birth, and one who knows 
practically noting about the true status 
of his race, was writing and preaching 
incendiary doctrines in the north, the 
negroes who live in the south were at- 
tempting rather to uplift their race 
spiritually and otherwise. 

Dr. W. H. Heard was made chairman 
of the camp meeting committee, Dr. 
William Byrd, of Decatur, was made 
secretary, and Dr. J. 8S. Flipper was 
made treasurer. Rev. R. D. Stinson, col- 
lecting commissioner of Morris Brown 
college, was present at the meeting and 
heartily indorsed the camp meeting move- 
meng.

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RESICNATION 1S. 
STILL HELD UP 


Governor To Have Conference 
with Attorney General Today, - 


It Seems Probable That an Appoint- 
ment Will Be Made by Governor 
to Supreme Bench, Followed 
by an Election on Oc- 
tober 1. 


Attorney General Boykin Wright. will 
arrive in the city this morning from 
Augusta and enter into a conference with 
Governor Candler concerning the legal 
aspect of Justice Hal T. Lewis’ succes- 
sor. On the outcome of the attornsay 
general's opinion will depend the gover- 
nor’s action in appointing a justice of 
the supreme court, 

After going over the constitution and 
the law carefully Governor Candler has 
come to the conclusion that an appoint- 
ment and an election will both be neces- 
sary. This view is shared by several 
prominent lawyers with whom he has 
discussed the matter, but there are 
others who differ widely with him. 
One well-known lawyer, who is also a 
prominent politician and office holder, 
contends that the governor need not make 
an appointment before October 5, and 
that the appointee can hold over for 
two years until the next election. Even 
if this be possible it is certain that Gov- 
ernor Candler would not do it. In speak- 
ing of the matter vesterday he said: 

“While this opinion is held by a well- 
known lawyer, I would not think for a 
momen: of doing so. The people’s rights 
in the matter must be considered, and 
they should certainly be allowed to ex- 
press their choice. 

“My own opinion is that it will be 
incumbent, on me to make an appoint- 
ment to fill the vacancy and that an 
election will have to be held for the new 
term. I have wired the attorney generai 
to come to Atlanta, as I want to get his 
opinion before taking any action.’’ 

Following is the section bearing on th? 
question of appointment to vacancies in 
the supreme court: 

“In case of any vacancy, which causes 
an unexpired term, the same shall be 
filed by executive appointment, and the 
person appointed by the governor shall 
hold his office until the next vegular elec- 
tion and until his succesor for the bal- 
ance of the unexpired term shall have 
Leen elected and qualified. The returns 
of the said special election shall be made 
to the secretary of state.” 

Hopkins Not a Candidate. 

Judge John L. Hopkins, whose name 
has been mentioned as a probable candi- 
date for Judge Lewis’ place, has written 
The Constitution an emphatic denial. He 
says that under no circumstances would 
he allow the use of his name and would 
not accept the appointment if tendered 
him. 

All during the day Governor Candler 
was busy recelving friends of: various 
aspirants for the justiceship. He § ex- 
plained to all of them that he had -not 
accepted Judge Lewis’ resignation and 
would not do so until a later date, to be 
determined by his conference with At- 
torney General Wright. 

“Among the candidates now in the fleld 
are gudge John §. Candler, who made 
his formal announcement yesterday; 
Judge William R. Hammond and Judge 
Gober, of Marietta. Severa] other well- 
known lawyers are spoken of as possibili- 
ties, and they may enter at any time. 
Among these are Judge Joel Branham, 
of Rome, and :-Judge Howard Van Epps. 
The only cundidate who has gone active- 
ly to work is Judge John S. Candler, who 
has opened offices in the Temple court, 
where he is receiving his friends. 


Hines Out of the City. 

In some quarters the name of Judge 
J. K. Hines is mentioned as a populist 
candidate for election. Judge Hines was 
out of the city yesterday and just what 
significance this rumor has could not be 
levrned. 

If, after consulting with the attorney 
general, Governor Candler is convinced 
that he should make an appointment at 
an early date, it is scarcely probable 
that he will name any of those whose 
names have been mentioned for election. 

Hon. Hiram P. Bell, of Forsyth county, 
former state senator, was at the capi- 
tol yesterday in conference with Gover- 
nor Candler. It is said that he contem- 
plates making the race for the judgeship 
of the Blue Ridge circuit In the event of 
Judge Gober's resignation or election. 

Judge Gcber was in the city for a short 
while yesterday. In answer to a question 
he stated he had not determined what he 
would do, and did not know yet whether 
he would enter the race or not. “I have 
not been doing any talking,” is all 
Judge Gober would say.

"MAY BE 5.20 


Not Fixed Yesterday, But 
That Is the Figure Which 
ls Counted On. 


COUNTY TO BORROW $20,000 
TO MEET URGENT EXPENSES 


Commissioners Declined To Pay 
Claim for Property Destroyed in 
Pittsburg Riot\— Commis- 
sioners Attended a 
Barbecue. 


The, board of county commissioners 
failed t6 fix the county tax rate for the 
fiscal year 1902 yesterday, owing to the 
absence from thé city of Commissioner 
E. B. Rosser. 

The matter was réferred to the finance 
and that body will fix. the 
rate within the next few days. Chairman 
Forrest Adair will then call a special 
session of the board for the purpose of 
ratifying the rate. 

Chairman Adair stated to the board 
that he believes the rate can be made 
$5.20 on $1,000. This will be a reduction 
of 86 cents from the rate of last year, 
which was $6.06. This would make a 
combined state and county rate of $1.05 
on the $100. The rate will be figured on 
a statement of the finances of the county 
prepared by Clerk Henry M. Wood. 

Chairman Walter R. Brown, of the 
finance committee, reported that it would 
be necessary for the county to borrow 
$20,000 with which to meet the expenses 
of the past month and the board instruct- 
ed the comm'ttee to borrow that amount. 
The county will have to continue bor- 
rowing until the taxes begin to come in. 


Cannot Pay Riot Claim. 

County Attorney L. Z. Rosser reported 
that the county had no authority to pay 
the claim of G. D. Young for household 
goods burned in the Pittsburg riot. 
Young some time ago filed a_ petition 
with the. board for damages and the mat- 
ter was referred to the county attorney. 

A committeé of citizens appeared be- 
fore the board in the interest of a chert 
pavement on Piedmont avenue from Sixth 
to Fourteenth street. That portion of 
the street is at present paved with rubble 
stone. A. H. Bancker acted as spokes- 
man for the committee. The matter was 
referred to the public works committee 
with power to act. 

A petition was also read asking for the 
improvement of a road from the Exposi- 
tion cotton mills bridge to the crossing 
in front of Van Winkle’s shop. The road 
leads to the Brady union stock yards, 
and the improvement is desired in the in- 
terest of the yards. A committee com- 
posed of Major T. B. Brady, General A. 
J. West and Mel R. Wilkinson appeared 
before the board to urge the work. This 
matter was referred to the public works 
committee with power to act. 

A report was also read from the county 
attorney to the effect that the county 
cannot recover from the céntractors for 
the defective plastering in the new court 
house annex. The board instructed the 
public buildings committee to have the 
plastering repaired at the expense of the 
county. 

Attended a Barbecue. 

At the conclusion of the meeting the 
commissioners attended a barbecue at 
the river, tendered them by citizens of 
Bolton in honor of the completion of the 
work on the Marietta road. Clerk Henry 
M. Wood and several county officials and 
others were also present, and everybody 
enjoyed the affair greatly. 

The party proceeded to the end of the 
electric car line at Howell's station on 
cars and was there met by a committee 
of citizens of Collins district with car- 
riages. The trip from that point to the 
river was then mide over the new road, 
giving the commissioners an opportunity 
to inspect it. 

Dr. W. C. Fisher, the county physician, 
and W. R. B. Whittier, president of the 
Whittier cotton mills, had charge of the 
‘cue. The commissioners present were 
‘Chairman Forrest Adair, Captain 
Clifford: L. Anderson, Judge H. E. W. 
Palmer and Hon. Walter R. Brown. 
Clerk Wood received the blue ribbon as 
the heartiest eater in the crowd. The 
barbecued meats and liquid refreshments, 
in the shape of buttermilk and beer, were 
plentiful and the ’cue was voted the best 
cooked one ever given in Fulton county. 

The Marietta road has been paved with 
crushed rock from the end of Marietta 
street to the river and is now one of the 
best roads leading out of Atlanta. It is 
one of the best pieces of work ever 
done by Superintendent Thomas Donald- 
son in Fulton county.

The boy will arrive in Atlanta this morn- 
ing and will resume the manly efforts 
he has been making to redeem himself 
and support his mother. 

The story of the pardon. of the boy is 
told in the following special to The Con- 
stitution: 


Augusta, Ga. September 3.—(Special.)— 

owel) C. Erwin and Malvern Hill, of At- 
anta, appeared before the board of the 
Richmond county reformatory today in 
the interest of George Welch. 

Several years ago this lad, then a resi- 
dent of Augusta, was sent to the reforma- 
tory. Subsequently his mother, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Welch, and family removed to 
Atlanta. About two years ago young 
Welch ran away from the reformatory 
and had not been heard of since. It seems 
that he made his way to Atlanta, joined 
his family and has been industriously and 
faithfully working and aiding his mother 
in the family’s support. Recently there 
was an Augusta excurgion to Atlanta and 
Welch strolled down to the depot to see 
any old acquaintances who might ive 
aboard. As fate would have it he met 
face to face the assistant keeper of the 
reformatory, who promptly had him ar- 
rested as an escape and brought him 
back to Augusta.

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Georgia Sleepers To Come: Off. 

An announcement that may be sad 
news to the antiquarian, but which will 
nevertheless be heartily welcomed by 
the traveling public, is that on Septem- 
ber 21 the Georgia railroad will retire 
from active service the sleeping cars 
that have done duty for so long a time 
between Atlanta and Augusta and At- 
Ianta and Charles@n and substitute for 
them modern Pullman sleepers. - 

The sleepers that will be put on will, 
be of the most modern and approved 
pattern. They will be sixteen section 
cars and will be provided with buffets. 
For the present only one sleeper will be 
run on trains 3 and 4 In place of the two 
that are now in service. 

The schedule of the Southern from 
Augusta to Charleston will be so changed 
that, passengers for Augusta will not 
have’ to leave the sleeper until 7 a m., 
so that there will in reality be no need 
for separate Augusta and Charleston 
cars. In connection with the Southern 
the Georgia now operates a ‘through 
Pullman line between Cincinnati and 
Charleston on trains 1 and 2. 

The removal of the old Georgia rail- 
road sleepers will prove the loss of an- 
other landmark, as well as another re- 
duction in the number of roads operat- 
ing their own sleepers. These cars have 
been in service for a long time, and they 
and the porters who have attended them 
are known to everybody who has trav- 
eled-on the Georgia railroad in recent 
years, 

The new cars will be known as the 
“Augusta” and the ‘‘Aiken.”” They are 
being turned out especially for this line 
and will be as fine as the Pullman shops 
can make them. This improvement in 
the service between Atlanta and Augusta 
and Charleston will doubtless b®& greatly 
appreciated by those who constantly use 
the line.
